Mr J ^awson introduced a bill to authorize a Lottery for the improrement 
of the public square, and streets of the town of Moulton in the county of 
Lawrence which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

The annual communication of his Kxcellency the Governor was lianded in 
ntthe Speaker’s chair by Id. A. MchslerEsq. Secretary of State, and then he 
w^ithdrew, whicli said cominunication h as follows:

In meeting you on the ])rci“cnt occuston, il tilfords tne ibc liighest grutification to 
Inform you, that, during the past year, llie State haii continued to advance towards 
the high and enviable prosperity which her destiny seems to have provided for her, 
with tiie same rapid and steady march, that lias mat ked, successively, every year of 
her existence. Tempted by Iter fertile soil, her salu'orious cliiuute and commercial 
position, the emigration from other States has !ierr» such as to give Iter an unusual ac¬ 
cession of population, of wealth and intcliigence. 

The provision cr q) has fu'cn quite as abundant .ns in fojnaer years, and the cotton 
crop, though somewhat injured by the early frosts, will considerably exceed that of 
the last season. 

With the exception of a few districts upon the large water courses, cur citizens 
have enjoyed their usual good health. 

All our public ittsiitutions continue to flourish, and to promise the benefits that 
were anticipated from them at the period of their establishment. The laws generally'’ 
have been impartially administered and faithfully executed* And in fme, to whatev¬ 
er we extend our utquirie^, we find a growing, hap])y anti pros 5 )ert)us people. 

Our lot, irideed has been cast in a delightful region, in a land cverbowing with all 
the comforts and many of the luxuries of life—in a land of. ntild and equal laws, and 
above fdl, of civil and religious liberty 1 

In view of blessings thus profusely enjoyed and signally bestowed, the grateful mind 
cannot perform a more pleusitig duty, than to turn with ilianksgiv/ng and devotion to 
their great and merciful autlior. 

At aneat ly period after the last adjournment of the Legislature, the cotiHiiissioners 
appointed l)y the act to establish a Branch of the State Bank at Huntsville, sold to J, 
D. Beers, and Co. ccrtificatcb of State stock on bonds, to the amount ofltwo hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars at par. It was deemed advisable to sell at this rate, to en¬ 
able the bank to contmcnce its operations with as little delay as pc ss ble, iit order to 
afford the peo])]e in that highly comn^ercial and flourishing section of the State, the 
banking faculties which had been extended to others, and which they so much Jieeded. 
Ko opfers were made for the balance of the stock, which the commissioners thought 
proper to accept, and I appointed an agent t<» sell it at the eastern cities in port in 
Europe, upen such terms as Nvould be most fovorable and advantageous to the iuierest 

of the State. , 

Col. William R. Hal’ctof Mobile, was selected to execute this trust, who, from 
bis extcnsiv’c acqtiaiutance with cajiitulists, both in the Guited States and in Lutopt?, 
and his high standing as a merchant, was considered as peculiarly qualified to efh Ct 
a sale upon the best terms. He did not meet with such offers in Liverpool or London* 
as in his judgment should induce him to dispose of the bonds, and he returned to New 
York some time in the last mmuh. Tliere is yet some expectation that he will con¬ 
clude a favorable contract there, and I shall probably be able, in a few days, to com¬ 
municate to the Legislature the result of bis negotiations. * tr 

According to the requirements of the act ot 10th January last, I employeo D. H. 
Bingba»«. Lsq. a gentleman of high reputation, as an engineer, “to svrvey andascer- 
lain the most eligible route for a rail road, from the mouth of Beaver creek to We- 
lumpka falls.** This work has been done faithfully, it is believed, and the engineer 
will be prepared, in a few days, to lay before you a correct map of the survey, and an 

estimate of the probable cost of the road. t r . 

Upon a review of the act, after the adjournment of the General Assembly, 1 tound 
that its object could not be accomplished, without advancing a sum of money to defray 
in part, the heavy expenses that would be necessarily incurred in the prosccotidn of 
the work, and accordingly I agreed to pay Mr Bingham five hundred doBari when 
be should commence bis survey, and the like sum of five hundred dollars in thre* 
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montlis tbercnfter. These ])Ayrnrnt5 hare been T«ade, rind lieTS to )bok to the Legi»- 
laturc for such further sum as they may deem a just conipensation for his services. 

In several former messages, 1 I'.avc called the attention of the General Assembly to 
the obstructions which tl’.c falls in theC'ooss. river interposed in its navigation^ and to' 
the necessity of oi)viating them, cither by deepening the clrir.nel, or by constructing a 
rail road, I beg leave agnin to urge tlie claims which our fellow citizens, in this in¬ 
teresting section of the state linvc oj legislative iTUinificerice.

be disguit^ed, that it was retarded in its progress if not defeated, by sectional preju¬ 
dices and by wiu.t vras improperly deemed conflicting interests. Jt may be safely- 
affirmed, that s-otar h orn liie contemplated work being injurious to any portion of the 
State, it is impossible to imagine any improvement that would be so conducive to the 
general welfare, it cannot be located in every county, but its benefits wall reach 
them ail and its blessaig will be seen and felt by every farmer in the State, The 
sweeping commercial tide tliat will flow through the heart of the country will send 
out its genial and vivifying streams in every direction, giving life, activity and enter- 
prize to every hamlet, village a’ud town within our borders. 

Alabama is now the largest cotton-growing State in the Union, and with the aid of 
the proposed work, Mobile will be the most extensive market|for that staple south df 
'New York- With the 250,000 bales which she would receive from North Alabama 
and Tennessee, and which would be deducted from the exportation at New Orloan«» 
she would, in the article of cotton, at least, be the suecesaful rival of the great; City 
which has h1therto*been the proud designation of **the emporium of the West.** A- 
ware of the effects which a connection of the Tennessee with the waters of the Mo- 
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biU bay, would produce upon her fon-rmercial i)rospcrity, lias c^ncerved the boM 
design of constructing a rail road from that city to lSa«}n i!lc, a distance of more than 
five hundred miles, and her enterprizing citizens, with commendable zeal and activi¬ 
ty, have entered upon th^ hist stejis of tliis stupench^us undertaking. Within the 
last year this subject has engaged tl:e a’.tcnticn nf our fetl jw c itizens in various quar- 
ters and it is believed tiiar ihry are fully convinced of its necessity and importance. 
Discussion has displavcd in a clear and forcible light tlie benefits v.luch were perceiv¬ 
ed and pointed out by its early friends.

speed with the velocity of t!ie winds to paiticipaie in t!ie glorious privilege ef meet¬ 
ing and repulsing an enemy who might venture to invade cur shores, 'i'hcy would 
be ever ready to entwine mound the brow of their leader, laurels as fresh and c.si 
blooming as was the wreathe tliey wove twenty years ago, for the mo.st gallant ax\d 
successful captatn of the ago, 

I'he people will hail wiib satisfaction any measures tliat may ensure a speedy con¬ 
struction of this work. If the jnesent opportunity is penratfee! to pass—if we allow 
other States to take from us tills boon wiiich promi^rs s.j rnucli for the character, 
prosperity and future prospects oftiic State, au injury will be inflicted on the country 
> 5 vhich will always be deplored, because ii can never be re{jaire<h 

The whole country has recently, been much agitated, by a (u>e]osure of tlic mcas- 
“Ures which have beer, adopted, and the attciup'ts which have been made and are now 
making, to interfere with and distroy the institution of ^lavery, as it exists in the 
South. The purpose of tins interference, as avowed by its authors, is the immedi¬ 
ate abolition of slavery, at any hazard and by whatever means they may tlecm neces¬ 
sary to its accomplishment. *The expedient of sending to tiie south, for distribu¬ 
tion ameng our siave population, immense numbers ci tracts, misrcpiesentations and 
pictures, calcnlafed to render tlicm (ii>«.atlsried with tlieir condition and to incite 
(them toVebeUion ag.Vmst their masters, has been r.dopteii as tlic readiest way to in¬ 
troduce the bloodv scenes of the drao:a which lias been deliberately jilotted for our 
ruin, and which, influenced by tliC dai k spirit of fanatacism; iliey are resolved to

This attempt to interfere with an HistituUon, pecnbarly and entirciy oar own, 
which no power on eanb can control without our consent, which existed previous to 
the formation of the constitutirm and lias been sanctiom.d, ratified and confirmed by 
that instrument, has roused the wh .le South, ns one man, to tiic highest pitch of in¬ 
dip-nation.

land by the midnight conflagration of cur dwellings, and to effect the huh scrim inattt 
slaughter of our wives of our sons and our d uighters. 

Nothing is more to be regretted, than the aiterniits which have been made by par¬ 
tisan newspapers to connect tiiis subjcvCt with the contest that is now going on for the 
office of President of the United States. The politicians of the South v. iio do not 
favor the pretentions of a Northern candidate tor this high oflice, are charged with 
endeavoring to keep up and increase the aboliiicn excitement, with the foul design 
of dissolving the Union, while it is maintained, on theotlicr hand, that the candidate 
alluded to is in favor of the principles and friendly to the views of the Northern in¬ 
cendiaries. These mutual accusations are illii^ergl and unjust, because they are 
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made without any proof whatever and it is believed hare not the slightest foundatidii 
in truth. I'hcy serve to show the bitterness of party spiiit, and the unprincipled de¬ 
vices to which editors of the present day will resort, for the purpose of proving their 
devotion to particular individuals. If the exertions of those who are endeavoring to 
distract the councils and to paralize the efToi ls which the south are inakijig to guard 
against the dangcM’s of the rirapending crisis, slionld he attended with success—-if by 
threatening the people of the slave liolding states with the odium of a connexion with 
this or that political creed, they can induce any considerable portion of them toti- 
bandon or become indifferent to a cause in which their liighest interests and their 
whole fortune are vitally at stake, tlicy may succeed in mai;ing a President, but it is 
feaiTully apprehend, that a dissolution of the U;»ion will be among the early fruits of 
their victory; for no one of common discernment can doubt, that unless the Northern 
fanatics arc prevented by timely measures from pursuing their mad career, this event 
wdll certainly and speedily take place. 

Wc are told, tliat public sentiment in the North is decidedly In our fav(U’, and that 
flic large and numcroj.s j)u’ijiic meetings which have I)ecn called throughout the non¬ 
slave liolding states, demonstrate tliat ilie majority is too ove rwhelming to be resisted 
—that, with these favorable indication.s before ns, we sliould not agitate this subject 
in the south, and that it is our duty to rely, for safety, upani ilie force of public opin¬ 
ion in that quarter. Our Northei ii bretii ren rle.sei ve and will command our gratitude 
for the interest thev' have taken in cur Iiehalf, and tlici e can be little doubt that the 
Uiajority against tlie aljoliticnists i.-c very large, but this reasoning is wholly erroneous 
find delusive.. He who believes that fanaticism can be* ])ut down by public opinion, 
lias a very impci-fcct knowledge of human nature, ar.d must be deaf to the lessons and 
admonitions of history. So far fui-m this being the case, the opposition to public opin¬ 
ion is the aliment, the fool t’nat feeds, nourishes and sustains this dark and fiendish 
passion. Of this, no stronger proof could be offered tlian tlie success, with which 
fhe efforts of these false philantropists have been ci owned, in opposition to the con¬ 
centrated force of public ojiinion throughout the Noj-thern States. Indeed they nev¬ 
er acquired any considerable notoriety until this opposition commenced. Under its 
heaviest pressure, if the information we have reeived be correct, they have establish* 
ed 250 anti-slavery societies, and aliout thirty presses, from one of which, they send 
forth weekly, from twenty five to fifty thousand incendiary pamphlets, and other sim¬ 
ilar publications. But a short while since, the whole population of the State of New 
York, scenuci to be rou.sed to a sense of tlie dangers tiircatcmed by the machinations 
of these societies. The largest public meetings wliich had ever been convened, were 
speedily asseml)led, from which issued the most eloquent and burning|condemnation of 
the abolitionists,; and yet in the very face (T these proceeding‘;, imposing as they un* 
doubtcdly were, they have called a convention of their associates, foim the several 
counties and districts in that state, tind their leader Tappan and others, in numerous 
handbills, have anncunced llieirfirm and unshaken purpose of renewing with increas¬ 
ed energy, their cx.eriivjns in favor of immediate abolition. It is obvious, there¬ 
fore, that we blindly and obstinately deceive ourselves, if we entertain the belief 
that public opinion, unaided by the strong sanctions of tlie law, will have any other 
effect tlmn to strengthen tlie liands of this pangcoous and insidious enemy. It has 
been improperly admiteci by writers in the tSouth, who have engaged in discussing 
this subject, that the constitution and laws of the United States, in regard to fugitives 
from justice, do not authorize a demand for tlie delivery of those incendiaries, to the 
States whose laws they have violated. 'Die opinion has been embraced under the 
erroneous impression, that the rules of strict construction, wliicii, with great proprie¬ 
ty apply to certain parts of the constitution, must necessarily appl}' to all other«» 
They do not appear to have observed the sbvious distinction, between those provis¬ 
ions of this insirument, which tKansfer powers to tlie Cicneral Government, and those 
w'hicii confirm and enlarge the riglits of the States as tlicy existed previont to its for¬ 
mation. When the Slates acliicved their independence, they had no rules to regu¬ 
late their intercourse wiiii each other, but such as could lie derived from the law of 
nations. This law, as laid down by Vattel in relation to offenders is, that a sovereign 
“ought not to suffer his subjects to molest the subjects of others, or to do them an 
inju.iy: much less should he permit them audaciously to offend foreign powers. He 
ought to oblige the guilty to repair the damage, if that be possible—to inflict upon 
him exemplary punishment, or in short, according to the nature and circunistances 
attending it, to deliver bim up to the offended State, there to receive justice. The 
rule as stated by this eminent author was defective, as it left it too much in the pow¬ 
er of the applied to, to judge of the nature of thccrimc, far which an oflTcnder

It is painful to reflect th?.t these hr.ve not keen repaid, by the exes lion of more 
talent, than it lias fallen to my lot to possess, and be abler services t’oait it wns in 
my power to render. Many errors I have doubtless comnd.lied, and I ask for 
them the indulgence due to tlie integrity of purpose, and a sincere^desire to pro¬ 
mote the interest, hapyjiness and pirosperdy of the State, 'i'he (hhicultics fcf the. 
station from which I am retiring liave not been fevv. 'The country has been shook- 
ecl, during the last four years, by political strifes, and iigitalions, that threatened 
the most serious consequences. I have not tailed to sound the approach of dan¬ 
ger whenever it made its opj)eavance, and have endeavored to raeot the tempest 
W’ith tlie firmness demanded by its perils. 

It cannot but be a source of pleasure to us all that amidst the storms which have 
passed over in frightful and rapid succession, Alabama has been steadily advanc¬ 
ing to her present enviable prosperity, 'i'his we must ascribe to the goodness of. 
Providence,' and to th.e wisdom of her cf uncils. I close this communication by ten¬ 
dering to the General Assembly my sincere thanks for the kindness and courtesy 
which have always characterized their intercourse with this department,

I can only lender to lair cons'itucnts, and to ourselves, the 
s-ncere and h ank assurance of my most grati ful sensibility, and, with imaffected dif- 
bdence in mv abilities, indulge the hope liiat 1 may, in the new situation which Ini!* 
ficcM assigoeil me, furnish more substantivil evidence of my muVissembled gratitude, 
in tiic fidelity and assiduity with which I shall attempt the performance of my duly, 
U»an any, of which mere words are capable. 

It has been our lot, fellow citizens, to live in times of the most excUining interest, 
as regaialsour ow n country. Perhaps, at ih> period of the existing (jovenmrent of 
the Union, have so many questions of the dce{)L*st importance—involving the capici* 
tv of the j-er,ple for sslf-go\ei i.ment, tlic penr aneucy of our in.stitutions, and the liap- 
jiincss ami liberty of tlie'hnman race—been so much agitated, produce so much ex¬ 
citement, and attracted sucii universal attention. The relative powers of the Ted- 
eral and State Governments have been brought under the most rigid, and critical re- 
^ icw; lie*, assumjitioiisof the most poi’teutious cl'.arncter, especially in regard to the 
latter, have been made;and have been maintained with the most un\ieitling^ peiti- 
nacity. \\h? may, however, feliciiate ourselves, that every new struggle which has 
agitated our country, from the tijundatioii ot the govcrnniciii,up tothe jiicsent. da>, 
has only resulted in' accumulated demonstrations of the great truths, which constitute 
its b.asis; renewed evidences of its stability; and reassui ances ot the gloiinus dcst.ny 


which awaits us. ^ , r i it- • 

Doubtless, many of the difTicuHics w hich have arisen, and many of luc collisions 

which have taken place, have resulted from the complex natuicbt our system. On 
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nor prohibited bv it to the States, are reserved to the States respectively, or to the 
people-'* On the other, we have the governments of the several States, retaining 
all the riehls, sovereignty, ami iiidependetice, wh.ich have not been expressly gt anted 
by the Constitotlon of the liniied Stales, and are u«t “necessary and proper for cat-

' From the earliest period of the Constitution of the United States, one class of pol¬ 
iticians. S^izifiic upon general expressions, hav ing relation So specific grants, have 
been, not only wilHug to^dmU, but anxious lo concede, every power whicn intgUt 



be deemed by the anthoi kles of that government necessary, Vr conductive to *»t]ie 
general welf are:” a construction which would rt-nde!’ the unresriained discretion ol 
iliosc autliorities, and not the constitution. Mile supreme law. 'Die other class l)as, 
in the spirit of the clause just recited, maintained that the Clovernmtnt of the Unitcti 
States is (uie of limited, and s])etified powers; anti that all others, except those wbicli 
are indi'^prnsahlc to carry such expressly granted powers into efh ct, arc retained, 
and It gitinuitelv belong to the ])eoplc, or tt? the States.^—Consequently, they linvc 
thought it tlieir duty to oppose the exercise of all such powers, as ate sought to be 
tlcrived fron^ lt>ose and huiefinite ex])!esssons, whicli, in iheir t/jhnion, refer to, and 
are quaii/ied by, special grants. On this piinciplr, they have been opposetl tg a pro¬ 
tracted tariH'; to a system ol Internal Improvenient by t.he (ieneral Governiii'^-nt; to a 
National Hank; tind to all other kindred lucasures, which depend nn the mere con¬ 
struction of general expressions, arul isolated clauses. ^ly best rejection and judg¬ 
ment ha\ e led me to coincide, generally, wiili the latter opinions; and to act with 
those wiio imve maintained them- 

In the mean time, it is irc'ccssary to its object, and indispensable to the harmonious 
opemtion of our systerm to maintain and l)rcserve a just equilibrium between the 
Crovernment of the United States, and those of the States. While the Inner nuiv 


well exercise all the powers, which have not been delegated to the former, and are 
nut proj)erlv auxiliary to them, they should cautiously abstain from such assumptions, 
as must, in tlieir tendency, result in tlangerous collisions between the two Govern- 
tneiUs. Of this descrij;)tion, I have regarded tlie modern theory, which asserts tlte 
right of a single state to adjudge, exclusively, the v.'didity of an Act of Congress, and, 
if slic deems it unconslinuional, the !)ower to nullify it, or “deternCme the mode 
and mea^sjure of redress.” The leading inducement to the adoption of the Federal 
Coustitrrtion, instead of the Artic)t\s uf Confederation, was to remedy the imbecility 


of llic govei'BvrfeX'iU under the latter—especially in regard to revenue. Under that 
government taxes were “lard and levied by tlie autliority and direction of the fLcgis- 
Latmesof the several Slales.*”^ Otm or more of the States, frequently refused, or iail- 
rd to furnish the requisite j>t oportion of revcntic, which thus proved deficient, and 
consetjuenthytln: (iovernmeat was unable todiscltarge its liabilities, sujtport its credit, 
and sustain tlie ))u!)lic faiili. Mow mm h wovse would be the condition of the (govern ’ 
ment under the Constitulinn, if one State could rightful'y amv.d, and render void, ali^ 
laws for raising revenue, and leave it wholly destitute of t))e indispensable means of 
support? In my opinion, uoother subject could have been more aptly chosen for a 
practical Illustration, that the proposed remedy for an nnconstituiioixil law is.* itseh, 
wboly incompatible with the terms and spirit of the Constitution. 

The Government under which we live is a rejri'escntative rcpvihlic. In llieory, its 
acts a.re presumed to emanate from ihc will of a mtijority of the peojjlc; and^ such 
shoriTd he its practical operation—at least, as regards all questions of expediency, 
'i’o be consistent with this vita) principle, their represeniative in bis public acts, 
should, if possible, as truly exhibit tltc views, sentiments, and opinions ot his con¬ 
stituents, us the faithful mirror reflects the objects whicli are before it.—-It has ap¬ 
peared Co nue, .since my first entrance into political life, that any other view of litis 
snhjject Involves rk manifest perversion at tlieobviou j meaning ol ternts; a sacrifice ot 
one of llie Si'rst principles of f)ur Government; and tliat it would be as absurd to call that 


cur institutions, and securing the responsibility of puldic agents through the ri^edimii 
of frequent electors, we need entertain no fears for the sraletv of our rights. 

Nothing can more effectually secure, and perpetuate the liberty acldeved by the 
valour and wisdom of our ancestors, which it is enr good itn tune to enjoy, than the 
promotion of intelligence, and virtue. An intelligent yeomanry is the most elfictenl 
barrier against the inroads of despotism; and the surest safeguard against the insidi¬ 
ous wiles of the demagogue. As it is always the interest of the great body of the peo- 
pfe to protect and preserve their rights, it is natural that, when w’ell informed, they 
shGftldbethe most watcliful sentinels of freedom. Hence, we cannot indulge 
tfx> much solicitude, or devote too much attention to the cause ^ ol education, 
'nie endowment of our University may be considered ample; aixl a judicious and 
enlightened admi nislration of its affairs must, in due tiiwe, insure it a proud destm)x 
I regret that 1 cannot feel authorised to say as much in relation to the tumls provided 
fer the support of pnmarv schools. While some Twvnships have abundant means 
at their disposal, others are wholly without any permanent hind for this all impoi-tant 
purpose. Let us unite our most zealous cxertioas to supply thus deticicncy, iiud, it 
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po^s?Dle, cslaUlisli such T\ of tLomniod schools, lliat the poorest o^piiun slialt 

iwt remuiti destitute of the mcatii; tif acquirir.g knowledge. 

i trust, I atn d\dy sensihle oi' tlte oliiigation wliich the constitution of our rf^ate im¬ 
poses on t!ic Kxecutivc, to “take care that the laws be laitlifully executed.?^o du¬ 
ty nuire responsible, and none, the pei fornta-nce of which is more impoctan't to the 
welfare of the community, coidd be imposed on a public funnionary. It were uttei Jy 
vain to enact laws foriUc security ot life, liberty, and projjcrty, were they to remain 
mere inert f>atchmcnt. It is the Ckectition of tlie law wlticli gives it vital et)ergy, and 
render^ it the best sitield for the safety of the citizens; it is the certainty of pnoisli* 
ment, m(U-e, perhaps, tV\nn its nature or degree, that cfliciently restrains the lawless 
and vicious from the perpetration of crime. It may also be assumed, that the nn- 
cei tainty of suffering the penalty of tlie law often operates as a lure to the evil dis¬ 
posed, atjd leads him on to its violation,under the frequently delusive hope, and ex- 
IX'ctation, iltat he may escape \nnnshinent. 

I shall endeavor to ijcrforni the various duties which devolve on me, in the capa¬ 
city I am about to assume, in a manner conformable to the brief outline 1 liave j)rc- 
sented; and shall be found ever ready to co-operace in whatever I may deem condu¬ 
cive to the interest, and prosperity t>f our State; and auspicious to the glory of our 
fountry, and the perpetuity of our Union.

Mr Speaker laid beibre the PJoiise a report of the Comptroller, in relation 
to sundry accounts against the State ; they were severally referred to the 
Committee on Accounts.

J'elio<ri}-C<tizc7-)s uf the !^cnQte and Housf of Pcfireaentativea: 

One of the fii'st dntins required C/f the Executive, by our constitution, is tocommu- 
tiicate to you such information of the state cif the government, as he may possess, 
and recommend to your consideration such measures as he may deem expedient.— 
The performance of tltis duty has been rendered less necessary, on my part, by the 
able communication, which you have alre.ady I'eccived from my distinguished prede¬ 
cessor. On some subjects, however, which he doubtless deemed wortay of vour con¬ 
sideration, he has thought proper to be silent, for reasons, of which you arc fully ap- 
]>rized; and some of those embraced in his message are of such deep interest to the 
community, that I shall be excused for presenting such views, as I entertain hi refer¬ 
ence to them, however little aid youmay derive from them, 

Amongst the various matter, interesting to our constituents, which claim your at¬ 
tention and invite your most serious deliberation, none can be regarded more impor¬ 
tant, than the attempts recently made by certain combinations of individuals, main^ 
of the Northern and Middle States, to produce an immediate abolition of slavery. It 
is not a little singular that these attempts are made by those, who have no interest, 
whatever, in the subject; who are under no sort of responsibility for its continuam5e, 
and who have no practical knowledge of the mode of its existence. With very lewr 
exceptions, those concerned are citizens of States, where slavery docs not exist, who 
do not, and never did, own such property, and who are wholly ignorant of the treat¬ 


ment of our slaves, from personal observation. • t,* k* Tf 

It is not my purpose to discuss any abstract question, involved in thi^s subject. It 
would be conceding too much; nay, it would be degrading to us, as freernen, con¬ 
scious of our rights, to admit to be debateable, or suffer ouiBclves to be called 
answer, the question—whether slavery be right, or wrong? It is enough for us that 
the question is our onvn; not theirs. It is sufficient for us, that the Federal compact 
has left the subject exclusively, and entirely to the legislation, and jurisdiction or the 
respective States, in all respects whatever. So far from the existence of any sem¬ 
blance of right in others, to interfere with the subject, slavery' is recognized, as 
mate, by the constitutioni and it is expressly stipulated in the second section oi e 
fourth article, that **No person held to service or labor in one State^ under the laws 
thereof, escafiing into another^ shall in cbnsequnnce of any law or regulation therein, 
be discharged from such service or labor; but shall be delivered 
party, to whom such service or labor may be due.” Thus, not only did the it ust - 
ous framers of our constitution leave the subject where it had been, from the * 

tioii of the several colonial governments, as a matter of exclusive, domestic policy _ 
bound each State, and the people thereof, by the most solemn compact, to 
with the citizen? of every other State, and to aid them, in the enforcement ot sue 
rig-ht of property. Hence, it would be an indisputable violation of the fundamen a* 
law of the uiion, for the constituted authorities of any one of the State* to rntenct® 

G 
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p ilh the policy of another, in regard to such persons a« are bound to service, or lal>cr. 
by its laws; and it cannot be perceived that it would be less inconsistent with good 
faith, or with the spirit of the compact, for the government of a State to suffer its 
citizens, individually, or by organizing themselves into associations, or j ucieties, to do 
the same thing. 

Actuated by tViat spirit of conciliation, and fraternal feeling which influenced our 
fathers in the formation of ouv confederacy, and the adoption of our justly boasted 
constitution, it is to be expected that such measures will be taken by our sister States, 
as will effectually repress and restrain all attempts by llieir citizens, separate orcom- 
bined, to excite sedition or rebellion, amongst any class of our popnlatioii. Indeed, 
it is gratifyiag to believe, from all the indications of public sentiment in the non-slave¬ 
holding btates, which we have seen in the numerous and highl 3 ^ respectable meetings 
of the people, that tliey entertain a just sense of our righls and their obli^atio 7 is\ and 
that they feel for our Union that high veneration, and that patriotic devotion, which 
are indispensable to its perpetuity. They have every where acknowledged the con¬ 
stitutional guaranty, under which we hold that species of our property* have disclaim¬ 
ed all right, or power, to intermeddle with it, directly or indirectly; and have de¬ 
nounced, as seditious and incendiary, the efforts which have been, and are being 
made, against the security of our rights, by feckless and fanatical individuals, under 
the hypocritical mask of religion and philanthropy. If thisjiist, and friendly spirit 
should continue to prevail among the people of those States, and pi eside over their 
legislative deliberations, we may soon dismiss all apprehension of danger^ from that 
source, and look forward to the happiest results. 

But, notwithstanding the well founded expectation, that onr brethren will be mind¬ 
ful of the grave and important obligations they owe us, as members of the same con¬ 
federacy, it behooves us to discharge our duty to ourselves. It is always desirable, as 
far as practicable, and consistent with that first principle of oCr nature—self preser¬ 
vation—to rely on the law*, and its regularly constituted tribunals for our securityi and 
the administration of justice. Hence, I would, respectfully, but earnestly, a careful 
examination and revision of our statuary provisions in regard to slaves^ their crimes 
and the mode of their trial and punishment; as well as the most scrupulous attention 
to such provisions, as relate to those, who would excite them to rebellion, or insur¬ 
rection, or even discontent with their situation. It is apprehended that one of the 
principal defects will be found to exist in reference to crimes, which have their in¬ 
ception, but not their consummation^ and whose chief perpetrators reside beyond the 
limits of our own State. The strict rule, which governs the construction of penal 
statutes, might render it difficult to convict or to sustain a conviction, against an in- 
liabitaRt of another State, still remaining there, who writes, prints, publishes* or sendi 
lorth for distribution within our own limits such productions as excite* or have a ten¬ 
dency to excite our slaves to insurrection, or rebellion. The mere fact that ah indi¬ 
vidual, who wtites, prints, or sends forth for distribution, through the mails, or oth¬ 
erwise, ah article having a seditious, or insurrectionary tendency, resides or does the 
inceptive act beyond our limits, is, in my opinion, perfectly immateriah both in de¬ 
termining its grade, and our power to punish the crime. The motive, the act* and 
its consequences determine the character of the offence^ and although the intention 
may be conceived, and the act partly done elsewhere, it has its consummant on and 
its effects here. If a person standing beyond, were to shoot and kill, a citizen with¬ 
in* the limits of our State, with malice aforethought, would it not be murder.^ Ihe 
habitations of some of cur citizens are very near our boundaries: Suppose an incen¬ 
diary to throw a torch from a position within Georgia, Tennessee* or Mississippi, 
and set on fire, and consume one of their mansions, would it not be arsoii.^ Jdut one 
answer can be given to those questions, by aiiv being of intelligence. If an individu¬ 
al, or a number of individuals, of another State, united, prepare the meahs* where 
they reside, for the murder of our wdves and children, and the conflagration ot our 
dwellings, and cause, or procure them to be used here, through the agency of other 
persons, or by any other instrument, for the accomplishment of those purposes, are 
they less guilty, or ought they to be held less responsible for those diabolical crimes, 
than if they had conducted them to their c<^summation in proper person. All must 
respond that the moral guilt Would be equal, nor should the law of the land recog¬ 
nize any difference. 

Then, if it be hot so already, let the law be adopted to the circftitistance$, and 
manner of the crime. Let it hold equally guilty, and inflict equal penallies on him 
who may, in any other state, write, print, publish, or send, any article of seditioDs, 
or insurrectionary tendency, to any person or place in this State; or who may, know- 
ingly, be directly or indirectly concerned in so doing, as if the same act were perp^ 
Crated within pur own borders^. And I would further suggest, for consideration, the 
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policy of Investing the Executive with adequate power, through the niedium of re¬ 
wards, and such other means, as may be deemed expedient, to procure the arrest, re¬ 
moval, prosecution and conviction of such offenders. 

It may be objected, however, that such persons as have not been within the limits of 
the state, at the time of perpetrating crime against its inhabitants, would not come 
within the letter of the 2(! section of the fourth article of the Constitution, authorising 
the demand of a person charged with crime in one state, who shall have “fled” to 
another. I am inclined to consider this objection untenable. The predominant rule 
sn the construction of all law, is so to construe it, as to carry into effect the object 
and intention of the framers, if it can be done without doing violence to the language 
employed. The object of this provision of the Constitution manifestly was to ensure 
the punishment of all persons “charged in any state with treason, feloney, or other 
crime,*’ who might “be found in another state,’* whither he had absconded, or gone 
from the state, nmking the charge, or not. The persons, who may be demanded, are 
those who may be charged with “treason, feloney, or other crimcy** obviously em¬ 
bracing every description of crime, which can be perpetrated against a state, or its in¬ 
habitants. The framers of the constitution were not so unenlightened, as to suppose 
crime could not be conimittod against a state, or its citizens, without the perpetrator 
being actually, at the time, within her limits. Sufficient has already been said to show 
the converse of such a proposition, But (according to high authority) “to flee** can 
as well he defined “to avoid, to keep at a distance from,** as it may be “to depart, to 
leave, or to hasten away.” Taking the whole clause together, it must be understood 
to mean, that any individual, ‘ivho may have committed any crime against one state, 
and may be found in another^ may be demanded by the Executive authority of the 
injured or co7n/ilai?img state. 

Whether this view of the constitutional provi :ion, however, be the true one or not 
may be regarded as by no means important to the matter in hand. For, if the stales 
which form this Union were separate, independent, and unconnected with each oth¬ 
er by any compact or confederation, it is a principle of the law of Nations “that all 
have a right to be governed as they think proper, and that none have the least au¬ 
thority to interfere in the government of another state. By this law it is the duty of 
one gQveniment to restrain its subjects, or citizens from injury to another; “to oblige 
the guilty to refrain from damage, if that be possible, to inflict on him an exemplary 
punishment, or, in shoi t, according to the nature of the case, and the circumstances 
attending it, to deliver him uji to the offended state, there to receive justice. This 
is pretty generally observed with res]>cctto great crimes, or such as are equally con¬ 
trary |to the laws, and the safety of all nations. Assassins, ascendiaries, and robbers 
are seized eveiy where, at the desire of the sovereign in the place where the crime 
was committed, and delivered ufi to his justice.'** 

Either under the constitution of our own adoption, or the law of nations, it is confi¬ 
dently believed to be our right to demand, and the duty of our sister states to deliver 
up to our justice, those who may have any participation, in exciting or in doing that 
which inevitably tends to excite,a denial spirit of hostility in our own households, 
sedition, and intestine, servile war, involving the ruurder of our families, the devasta¬ 
tion of our fields, and the conflagration of our dwellings. But whatever difference 
of opinion may po.ssibly exist on the'^e questions, if our brethren of the non-slave¬ 
holding states (as we confidently hope) stiil cherish towards us that fraternal sympa¬ 
thy, and regard, which united and sustained our fathers in the toils, privations and 
perils which won our liberty; if they still consider our “National Union” as the main 
pillar in the edifice of our real independence, the support of our tranquility at home; 
our peace abroad; of our safety; of our prosperity; of that very liberty which we so 
highly prize**-r^there will be no difficulty in providing an adequate remedy for any 
such supposed defect, by state legislation. That they will resort to this course, if 
they believe H necessary to carry out the spirit and intention of the Federal Compact, 
may reasonably be anticipated. 

Intimately connected with the views already submitted, may be regarded the ques¬ 
tion, whether it would not be sound policy to interdict the further introduction of 
slaves into our state, for sale or traffic. The number, already, in many parts of the 
S^ate is large, not to say formidable; and that number will be necessarily increased 
by emigrants, who have the right to bring them for tlteir own use. Resident citizens, 
too might be permitted to bring slaves into the 3tate, to be employed in their ser¬ 
vice. Less danger to the safety of tranquility of the country may be apprehended 
from those introduced in either of the latter m<xles, than when they are sought after, 
and brought.iq merely as merchandize, and fur speculation. Those of the most vi- 
cions characters and propensities, can be most readily purchased, and at the lowest 
l>riccf; consequently the largest profits may be realized by the trader, and specula 
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tor, on those descriptions amongst our citizens, who are strangers to them, and pur* 
chase merely on appearance and representations. These apprehensions w ill be fully 
sustained, by reference to the law of a sister State, whiclijiuthorizes the Governor, 
with the advice of council, when it shall be deemed expedient, to contract and agree 
with any person or persons,for the sale and purchase of all those slaves who may be 
under sentence of death, for conspiracy, insurrection or other crimes: in other w^ovds 
to commute the punishment of death, for the worst crime, for U’ansportation or re¬ 
moval from the State. It is rree that the pnrcliaser will be l^cquired to enter into 
bond, with security, to carry out of the United States, all slaves bv him purchased, 
who may be under sentence of death; b«it what security do the citizens of otlier 
States derive from such an obligation? How easily may the condition be evaded with 
impunity? How difficult to identify slaves that have been underjsentence of death, 
when removed a thousand miles from the theatre of their crimes, and the place of 
their conviction? If we have not already amongst ns some of those who have been 
engaged in conspiracies and insurrections, in other States, it has not been fot the want 
of ^the temptations of profit to the trader, or the facility of avoiding the penalty of 
bringing them here. 

I recommend a careful revision of our patrol law, which seems to be almost entire¬ 
ly inelTcctual. I am aware that penaUins are imposed for a failure to perform the 
duties required, but they have not been sufficient to answer the objects of the law. It 
has occurred to me that if each patrol-leader were required to take an oath for the 
faithful performance of all the duties enjoined upon him, the effect might be benefi¬ 
cial. 

I would also suggest the propriety of further legislation in reference to free persons 
of color. While some of them are sober, industrious and honest, so far as my obser¬ 
vation has extended, many of them are idle, intemperate and vicious. The perni¬ 
cious effects of their bad habits and examples upon our slaves, and the corrupting 
tendency of their intercourse with them, must be well understood by all. It seems 
to me that it would conduce to our safety to provide for the arrest of all sueh persons 
of color,^ as may be found without any regular employment, or addicted to intempe¬ 
rate habits, and require in the first instance, bond and security for good behaviour, and 
that they shall not become a public charge. It might also be proper to enact suitable 
penalties for a failure to give such bond, or a breach of its condition, when one shall 
have been executed. 

Another subject to which I feel it my imperative duty to call your attention is the 
inefficiency of our statutes against gaming. It must be acknowledged that the law, 
as it now exists, is wholy inadequate to the purposes intended, else we should not so 
often see lawless bands of individuals, infesting our cities, towns and villages, appa¬ 
rently almost careless of concealment, and braving and defying public censure. The 
desperate extremities to which the countenance, or toleration of this crime may lead, 
have lately been demonstrated in a neighboring Slate, in a manner that cannot fail to 
arrest the attention of enlightened legislators. It is ce.ase of gratulation to perceive 
that public sentiment has taken t]ie proper direction, at least in the south-west gen¬ 
erally; that is, not only to expel frem society, those who may clioose to resort to a 
pursuit so immoral, fraudulent, and degrading, but if possible wholly to remove this 
worst of moral nuisances. 

For keeping or exhibiting gaming tables of the most dangerous and demoralizing 
tendency, the existing law oni}^ imposes a fine, or ‘*on failure to pay the same’’ im¬ 
prisonment tor three months. This punishment is in my opinion, not only inadequate 
to the ^ character of the crime, but altogothcr dispropnrtioned, and unequal to that 
wheh is inflicted for offences similar in principles and followed by consequences far 
less fatal to individiials and less injurious to society. P\)r larceny of the lowest grade, 
your law inflicts punishment by stripes; yet, how much less guilty, is the professional 
gambler, who swindles a man of his property, by falsehood, fraud, and systematic ar¬ 
tifice? If a man’s property be taken from him by theft, his loss may be estimated ia 
dollars and cents; but if it be filched from him by gamblers who swindle, it very of¬ 
ten involves considerations far more impcrl int, extending ultimately to the loss of cor¬ 
rect moral sense; the loss oi the confidence of society and the loss of the victim’s con¬ 
fidence in himseir. Flow often has the unwary, imprudent and perhaps still more 
unfortunate youth, been led cn, stej) by step, by the aluring wiles and dishonest 
stratagems cf the gambler, till he has lost his patrimony, or the fruits of 
his own former industry; has lost the esteem of .society, and maddened by loss of char¬ 
acter and fortune been driven to despair and suicide? The man who engages in ga- 
in’ngr».^an exclusive or chief pursuit, in effect, announces his determination to live by 
.dishonest means; consequently, he cannot justly complain, if society shall*graduate his 
crime and apportion his punishment according to the level of character, and moral 
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principle he has assumed for himself. I have long entertained the opinion, and it has 
been continually sirengthened by observation and reflection that the only effectual 
mode of entirely suppressing this pernicious offence is by the infliction of ignominious 
punishment. I’his course of treatment would it is believed, iti due time, deter the 
idle and vicious from its adoption as a livelihood, and respect for their own characters 
would restrain others from any pai ticipancy in an offence stamped with ignominy by 
the laws of the lanrl. Such a measure wfudd not be without precedent, in one of the 
most enlightened States of this Union. In V^irginia it has been, and is believed to be 
still the law, to punish on convic.t'x n, every keeper or exhibitor of ariy of the tables 
commoniv called A B C, or E O tallies, or faro-bank or any (dher gaming taVile of the 
same or like kind, under any denomination wliatsoever, by hard lalxu* and imprison¬ 
ment in the public jail and jienitentiary house, fora ])ericd not less than one nor more 
two years, besides a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, 'i'he effect of this law 
has no doubt been most salutary'. 

I w'ould advise that the policy here suggested be carriet! out by siicli enactments, as 
to ensure the total suj)pressi(ui of billiaial tables. They enrom age idleness, promote 
• ire, and, in all respects, tend unfavorably to the morals of conununity. l>otteries, 
and the sales of lottery tickets, within onr Stale, is another species of gaming, of a 
tendency, not the least injurious to society. It would be easy to demonstrate that, if 
a person were to become the purchaser of all the tickets of a lottery, on atiy plati 
which has fallen under my observation, he w’ould necessarily be loser to a large a- 
mount. So pernicious have been the effect t>f lotteries and the sale of tickets in them 
elsewhere, that some of our ftister states have already entirely prohibited tltem.— 
Their example is worthy of imitation. 

The present situation, and recent c<^nduct of the Creek hidians, remaining within 
our State, seem to require your consideration. Many of the tribe have taken reser¬ 
vation, which they' have subsequently sold, leaving squandered tlie amount of the con¬ 
sideration received, are now destitute of all means of subsistence, except labor (vv)\ich 
they are generally unwilling to perform) or by mai anding on our citizens amongst 
whom they remain. Large numbers of them have already become paupers, and va¬ 
grants, degraded by vice and intemperance, and have committed numerous depreda¬ 
tion on the property, and acts of violence on the persons, of tire white inhabitants, 
which have sometimes terminated in death. The present state of things—md it 
threatens to become worse, cannot long be tolerated, (;r borne. Again, many of the 
tribe after selling their reservation have removed and settled within the limits of the 
Cherokees. It certainly was not coniemplated by the treaty, that these Indians, af¬ 
ter selling their reservations, should remain amongst ns, to llie annoyance ot our citi¬ 
zens, and a charge upon our bounty; or by removing from their ovvn, add to the num¬ 
bers of another tribe, whose emigration is equally desirable. Might not the subject, 
in this aspect, be ])roperly juesented to the Uovernnu nt of the United States. 

In the mean time, would it not l.*e well to provide a nn)re summary mode of trial, 
and punishment, for outrages of the description alh-.detl to.^ 'i'lie Courts havmg ju¬ 
risdiction of such oflence, you are aware, only sit scini annindly; the counties in whirdi 
the crimes are committed, and must be tried, liave now, nor is it piobaLde they 
will have, for sonve time to come, sufiicivnt j.iils tor the sate keeping ot those crimi¬ 
nally cliarged; and besides, the expence of keeping large lumtlDers ot prisoners ma¬ 
ny months together w'ould be extremeh'- bnrthensome to tlie State. Again, the more 
speedy the trial, and punishment of tiie guilty, the Victter would be the effect, m 
producing submission and obenienccto the laws, and deleriing others from offending 
in like manner. 

It is also well understood, that some of those, who have heretofore composed a part 
of the Cherokee tribe, have p'ursued a course in direct coutrav enli( u ot the terms of 
former treaties, and injurious to the riglit of our state. I'he treaties ot 3817, and T9, 
each, stipnlated for the allowance of reservations to heads ot Indian lamilies, who 
resided, and chose to remain, within the. ceded territory. It is the condition, on 
which those reservations were granted, to which I wish to call your special atten- 
tion. 

By the 8th article of the treaty of 1817, it was agreed to give a reservation of six 
hundred and forty acres of land “to each and every head of any Indian lamily, resi¬ 
ding on the east sidb of the Mississippi river, on the lands that are now, or may here¬ 
after be, surrendered to the United States, Tjho may wink to become the citizens of 
the United States,*’ Sec. In the 2d article of the treaty of 1809, the United States 
agreed to “allow a reservation of 640 acres to each head of any Indian family residing 
within the ceded territory, those enrolled for the Arkansas excepted, who choose to 
become citizens of the United States, in the manner stipulated in said treaty”—refer¬ 
ence being had to the before mentioned treaty of ISIA The 3d article of the treaty 
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Af 1819. after providing for i^rrtain r-ther reservations to individuals, proceeded to 
declare the consideration of those f^rants^ in the expi'cit term:^ which tollow: **Xhe 
reservaiions are made on the cenddion, that those tor whom th^’v arc intended shall 
notify, in writing, to the Agent for tie'Cherokee natton, within six months after the 
ratification of this treaty, t/iat if e? their in'erition to continue to reside fiermauently 
on the lutids rcsei’-in'df- Now, it is clear, froni th.e several clatises of those treaties, 
to which i have adverted, that it was the object and ttolicy of the Government of the 
United States to draw oft', from the, mass, of the tribe, as many as would consent; in 
order to diminish the number rernainingin s ivage life; the nriore effectually to ensnre 
tVeir civilization; and to make them citizens of the UnitctI States. 4 o accomplish 
these ]jnrposes, and by vvay of indvicentent to the Indians, the offer was made, of six 
liuiulred and Ibi ty acres of land to en‘'h Cherokee, being tlie head of an Indian fami¬ 
ly, whv) would consetit to become a citizen, and “continue to reside permanently on 
the land reserved.*’ The terms wrve adopt»ai hy the nalion, in the solemn form of 
a treaty, in belialf of such of the tribe as thought T.iroper to avail themselves of 
them; many of them did accept, olnalnedi valuable tracts of land, and gave notice of 
their* intentiotr to reside ])ermanently on them, as required by the treaty;—rand there- 
i)V abandoned all claims as members of tlie tribe. Vet mo^t, it not all, of tho^e who 
t<*)ok reservations under those treaties, have sold, Hud removed from them, in violation 
of good faitii, and the expj-'.'ss terms oil which they were granted. Many of them 
have removed within tl^e j)resent limits ot the GherrAecs, east of the Mississi])pi, 
and a ]>oi'tion of them within our* own State. Some c-f tnose resewees, it is also un- 
elerstood, are now regarded as oflicial functionaries ot the tr’ii)e, and seek to control 
its police. It has also been intiuiateil from respectable authority, that this course of 
conduct will be still fm’tlier jurrsued; that it is rnntcmplaled by some of the leading 
Chei’okeesto relieve lltenrselves from tlieir emliarrassmcnts v^ith a state, where they 
reside, by reding tlie portion of land whh.in her chartered limits, and removing its 
occupants within our own. Whether the Government oi the United States w*ill sub¬ 
mit to these frauds, and violations of good faith, and recognized as members of the 
Gherokce tribe—those who Inive heretofore voluntarily, and for valuable considera¬ 
tions, abandoned all claim and right to be so cotisidered, is a question to be determined 
elsew'herc. As regards ourselves, it is obvious, that we may, in this manner, if we 
laniely acquiesce, become burthened with the entire population of the Cherokees, 
now occi)])ying parts of Tennessee, Not tii Carolina, and (leorgia. It is respectfully 
submitted, for your consideration, whether it in consistent with our tights, or policy, 
to permit any accession whatever to cnir present Indian population, and whether it ix 
not incumbent on ns, by suitable provisions lo prevent such inti'usion, should it be 
atlenipted. k or further information on this subject, I beg leave to refer you to a 
letter addressed to nm bv .T. F. Schevmerhorn, Esq. one of the Commissioners of 
the United States, authorized to treat w’ith the Cherokees, and the accompanying 
document, wldcii arc here with ptesented. 

As often as the sulijcct has l^oen presented aiid urgial upon the National Counclla 
1'jy the Eegi.slatut e, as well as liv the people of Alabatna and their Representatives, 
i sliould not feel that I had discimrged my duty, were I to omit calling your atten¬ 
tion to that ]>ortiMn of the jHiblic d( main, lying within our limits; which has been of¬ 
fered for sale, and remains oust Id. It is estimated that the Indian title has been ex¬ 
tinguished to r.2,476,780 acres of land in this Slate. At the close of the year 1831, 
tif this quantity tlierc had been sold according to an official I'eport of the Commission¬ 
er of the General Land Office, but 4,335,471 acres; and up to the present period, it 
is believed there has not been sold more than 5.c00,000 ofacres. It is certainly area- 
sonable estimate, that tlieve are remaining unsold 27,000,000 of acres, the greater por¬ 
tion of which lias bet n i fFt red, and relused at ,^1 25 per acre. Why has this been 
the case? i hat it has been offered, without sale, from 12 to 22 years; that the tide 
of cmigrodion has, during that time, been continually flowing into our State; and that 
our ])opulatioii has iiici’eased with a rapidity almost without a parallel, would justify 
the inference that it is not wortli the price demanded; but we know this to be the 
fact, from actual observation, and our intimate acquaintance with the quality arul val¬ 
ue of land in this quarter of the Union. Very little, if any, is worth the minimum 
price, a very large portion is wholy unfit for cultivation, and consequently, never carr 
be sold for one forth of that sum. 

Is it confidently believed tliat the same views would be as applicable to the same 
class of lands in the other States, and the Territories. The total quantity, which 
had been offered for sale, in all the States and Territories, at the lime before referrefl 
to, was 130,932,205 acres, of which unlv 26,524,450 acres had been sold; leaving 
104 . 407,755 acres, then offered, unsold, and subject to private entry. .This latter 
quantity had been in market from 12 to 50 years—perhaps it would be fair to say, atf 
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It is the true fioltcy of tlie (ieiicral Governiuent, or la it >.%”?.' to the new States, to 
r.oRtinne to holdup oi land at the prenent inifiimmn. for an itjdefinite pi^ri' 

od^ Were it even considered the same policy of t!ie GoveniiOeiit to pursue a course 
which will brinr^ most money into tl;e public cofFera'- -v/hich crniuoc be properly ad¬ 
mitted— that V/ill not be advaticed by deuinndmg a price, w itich cannot be obtained. 
Much of this land now command 25 cents, and some of it 50 cents ])er acre, 

but could not be sold for 25 in lifty years, if ever? Ir. is not obvious that it would 
be better for the Treasury of the nation, if that consideration should be the predoini- 
!!ant one, to sell for one half, one third, or one fourth the present minimum, than to 
keep it on hand twenty, tlilrty, or more years, payinj' the ex|)ences of the various 
Land Offices, which must beconliimed, oi‘ further sales be wholly suspended. 

Hut, apart from pecuniary considerations, it can never be sound policy in aity Go¬ 
vernment to extort from its own citizens extreme prices, for such portions of the pub¬ 
lic domain, as are required for the purposes of cultivation. It is at variance with the 
course pursued by all other civilized nutionsi Their policy has been to encourage 
the settlement and cultivation of the soil, by grants for considerations merely nominal, 
or by jjurc donations. 

The greater portion of the public domain was obtained bv cession from the original 
States. The several compacts show that the chief inducements were to provide the 
means of paying the debt incurred by the war of the revolution, the establishment of 
new States, and the svipprcssion c.f controversi(;s arnoDg the States, growing out of 
Territorial claims. The leading object has been accomplished. We no longer owe 
a national debt, and Viave a superabundant revenue. No Government ever occupied 
a situation more proud, or enviable; nonce‘'er had the power to be ntorc liberal to the 
citizen. But the people of Alaljama do not ask a donation «i‘ the public lands, they 
only desire, and expect to obtain thetn for a just arid lAir equivalent. 

Althtjugh the people of the new states, in convention, were required, as a condi 
tion precedent to their admission into tlie Union, to “forever disclaim all light and ti 
tic to the waste and unajjpropriated lands lying witliin the Territories*’ respectively ; 
and also to agree “that the same should be, and remain at tlie sole and entire disposi 
tion of the United States'*—it cannot be pretended that the General Government wa:* 
thereby released from all obligation to sell, or from the obbgrtlon to sell on a resona* 
ble time. Much as the new states were required to concede, as the price tif their ad • 
mission, they never would have agreed that three-fourths, or perhaps tour-hfchs of 
the soil within their limitH should forever remain the property of the United States. 
The very terms of the compacts, between the New States and the General Govern 
raent, by which the former agreed 7iof. to interfere with the firiniary difi/ioHal of soil^ 
and not to tax land sold bij the United Statta “for tlie term of five years from and 
after the respective days of the sales thereof,** not only imj)lied a pledge, on the 
part of the latter, to sell, but also, to sell on and reasonab'e principles. Wliy 
speak of sales by the United States, and restrain the States from selling, or taxing 
for a limited period after the sale, unless there was an understanding that the for¬ 
mer should sell. To refuse to sell, at all, would violate the compact; to fix a price 
at which the land will hot sell, is equally a violation of its spirit Is there any' differ ¬ 
ence in effect, between a total suspension of sales, and a law which establishes, as the 
minimum price, four, five, and in many instances, ten times llie value of the public 
land.^ It must be admitted that each must prevent sales, and* m the same degree, re¬ 
tard the settlement, growth and prosperity of a Slate. Would it not be advisable to 
make another appeal to the justice of the General Government, calling for a fulfil¬ 
ment of the spirit of our compact, and the adoption of a more just and liberal policy 5 
Ac the same time it might be expedient to confer with, and consult our brethren of 
the other new states, and, if they should agree in the views we entertain, invite their 
co-operation in such measures as may tend to secure our rights, and advance our in¬ 
terest. 

Amongst other conditions embraced by the act of Uongress for our admission into 
the Union, it is declared ‘That the section numbered 16 in every township, and when 
such section has been sold, granted, or disposed of, other lands equivalent! thereto, 
and most contiguous to the same, shall be granted to the inhabitants of such towashij> 
for the use of schools-’^ It is apparent, that while this clause was designed and caU 
culated to facilitate the sale of the public lands, it was also intended to provide, and 
secure, a permanent fund for the support of primary schools, so indispensable to the? 
cause of education among the poor, and that intelligence which is. the surest basis o^f 
free institutions. So careful were the framers of this law to effectuate an object si.> 
important and desirable, that thev declared “w/jm such seeiion had been sold, - 
tedt or disfiQsed of, other lands equivalent theretof* ^c. should be granted to the lu.- 
habitants of such township. It certainly was intended that the inhabitants of 4*0 
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township should be without the meani of svippoTtit^g a school, to be derived from this 
source, yet there is An important defect in the provision. The sixteenth section in ma« 
ny, townships is wholly sterile, unfit for cultivation^ and without any value whatever, 
consequently, while the inhabitants of some townships have ample funds arising from 
the sixteenth sections, to carry into effect the laudable object contemplated by Con¬ 
gress, those of ctheT townships are whnly destitute of any such fund. It must have 
been intended, in the exercise of this enlightened munificence, to preserve something 
like just equality among the citizens of different townships, else no jirovision would 
have been made to supply the deficiency in those where the sixteenth section had 
“been sold, granted, or dis])nsed of.” I am aware that this subject has been hereto¬ 
fore brought before Cengress, yet it cannot be improper to remind them of a claim so 
manifestly fo\inded in justice. 

It is our good fortune to itdiabit a st.ite. which abounds in natural advantages, that 
will compare favorably with tho‘«e of any other. Kxtending from below the thirty- 
first to the thirty-fifth degree of latitude, it cntbraccs as much variety of soil, as al¬ 
most any other, not only capable of producing the great staple, which constitutes so 
valuable a portion of the exports of our country, but almost every thing else, wiiich 
conduces to the comfort or luxury of man. Nature has furnished an unusually large 
portion of the state w'ith navlgabie streams, which afford facilities for tlie transporta¬ 
tion of the agricultural products of citizens residing in proximity to them; as well as 
for bringing to them the productions and manufactures of other regions. Those riv¬ 
ers, however, it is believed, in every instattce, jtresent obstructions to navigation, at 
some seasons of the year, far below the points, to which, by ti\e judicious application 
of the means within oitr power, thev might be rendered, subservient to the interest 
and convemence of our citizens. As you a; ' awcirc, o’peratjons have been in progress 
fni several years, to obvi.ate obstructions presented by the Muscle Shoals to the navi¬ 
gation of tlie "I cnues.sec liiver. It is believed, tiie funds placed at the djsposal ot the 
Cornmissinnevs, have been discreety and judiciously applied, and that this important 
work lias advanced, ns successfully as could liave been anticipated; but I hopc^to have 
it in mv j)owerat an early tlav to lay before you, information on this subject, of a more 
p»*ecise and satisfactorv nature. 

But the most formidable obstruction to the commerce and intercourse of our fellow 
citizens of the State at large, is that vvhich divides the northern, from the southem 
part of our state. Tite people of the northern counties Ivave no channel for the trans¬ 
portation of the fruits of their soil, and products of their industry, but the circuitous, 
hazardous, and expensive routt^ through the Tennessee, Ohio, and Mississippi rivers, 
TO the city of New Orleans. Whilst our staple production is tediously floating down 
those streamthe ])rice may, arid often does, fluctuate again and again; and although 
his crop may be embarked with a fair prospect ot realizing a just remuneration, lor 
the toil and industry of the planter, he is frequently disappointed, and sustains heavy 
losses—even should his cro]) reach the distant market, uninjured. At the same time, 
the ])rofits and advantages of this commerce are entirely lost to our own seaport. This 
obstruction, it is confidently believed, can be overcome by enterprize, with the aid of 
science. It is deemed entirely practicable to construct a rail road from some point on 
the, Tennessee, to another ou the waters of Mobile Bay, to which Steam-Boat naviga** 
lion is wholy unobstructed. 

Several distinct routes for this great improvement have been favorably spoken of, 
t ach tjf which has its zeah)us advocates, and may be practicable. Its construction 
from atiy given point, in the valley of the Tennessee, would undoubtedly advance the 
immediate interest of those in its vicinity, in a greater degree, than that of others, 
more remote. All, however, in that quarter of the state would be greatly benefitted, 
whatever might be the point of departure; for, with the aid of the Tennessee river, 
and the rail-road of the valley, their products could easily be carried from every part. 
The southern division of the stale would be affected in hke manner. Some counties- 
and some neighborhoods would derive greater advantages from a particular route, 
•than others. But shall we decline an enterprise, fraught with such idcalculable ad. 
vantage to the whole, because all cannot participate equally in its benefits.^ Every 
liberal minded, and enlightened citizen will answer this question in the negative. 

In what manner shall we determine the location of the rail-road.^ If it be conce¬ 
ded that the work should be/done, it is fair and just that all should assent to that 
tion, which will probably be most generally beneficial, taking into view the facility 
w ith which it can be accomplished, and the comparative expense. This can only be 
ascertained by actual surveys, and estimates of the expense of each, by a sciCritific

, \fter some reflection, and consideration of the subject, I have concladea that an inti- 
pojrtanVstep in* this matter would be to provide for, and appoint such an •ofocef, at an* 



adfquatc and fixed salary, for sucli term of years, as would afford ample time fora 
thorout^h examination of every part of our sratc, where such impTOvements may foe 
deemed necessary, and pract icable. Let the Engineer be a man, whose character foJ* 
science, integrity, and experience, will command the confidence of <a»l, !n this man* 
n.*r, the resources of our state might be fully developed, and its capabhiucs actually 
a5icertained; and thus the Legislature would be enabled to act wdth enlightened and 
discriminating judgement, upon the various plans and improvements, which might be 
presented for the adoption. If the state is to construct, or take part in the construc¬ 
tion of any work of thi.? description, thiscoursc would appear to bean indispensable 
preliminary to sucii a measure, and if not, wc should at least have the merit of open¬ 
ing the field of improvement to individual enterprise. It would also have the effect 
of set^leing the public mind, now vascllating between different routes, and plans; 
and might probably, concentrate opinions and energies upon someone, or more, great 
jeading work. 

The advantages of a rail road communication, between the Tennessee river, and 
:ihc w’aters of Mobile Bay, arc so obvious, that it is who’y unnecessary to dwell upon 
them, on this occasion. It is sufficient to say, it wmiild bring together the commerce 
of the two extremes of the state. It would enable the planters of the northern coun¬ 
ties to choose their market; and, it they thought proper to select that of Mobile, they 
could reach it with their crops, in fewer days, tlian it now requires weeks to trans¬ 
port them to New Orleans. They could thus avail themselves of the advantages of 
the earlV market, as readily as their fellow-citizens on the banks of the Tombeebee 
Black Warrior, or Alabama, almost without . isk, and at less cost. With this, and 
some other improvements of less magnitude, which would speedily follow in its train, 
Moinle would become the Commercial Emporium of our entire State, and also, of 
East Tennessee, and portions of middle Tennessee, western Virginia, and Georgia.— 
The citizens of our southern country would almost become the neighbors of the in¬ 
habitants of the mountains, and obtain their rich and varied productions—agricultu¬ 
ral, mineral, and manufactured—in exchange for those of their own more genial clime. 
The geographical, and sectional names and divisions, by which wc are now distin¬ 
guished, would gradually disappear and become annihilated. Indentified in interest, 
we should assimilate in character, harmonize in feelings, and become emphatically 
one people. 

• Whilstmost of our sister states are now actively engaged in the improvement of 
li'.eir internal condition, and in the creation of new facilities of intercourse, not only 
amongst their owm citizens, but with other parts of the Union, let us not content our¬ 
selves as mere idle spectators of their enterprize and wisdom. This is the season of 
our political youth, as well as of our agricultural and commercial prospeiity; let us 
not spend it in idle hesitation, or inglorious sloth. Let us always bear in mind, that 
the benefits and adv^antages of such improvements, great as they are, are not confin¬ 
ed to ourselves, or the present generation, but will descend to our children and poster¬ 
ity. 

Although the subject has been repeatedly, presented by my distinguished prede¬ 
cessor, I cannot close this communication without expressing the earnest hope that 
you will take under consideratiort, and remedy the imperfections of our criminal code. 
The constitution, which we arc all bound to observe and support, declares that “It 
shall be the duty of the General Assembly, as soon as circumstances will permit, to 
form a penal code, founded on principles of reformation, and not of vindictive justice.” 
It is respectfully submitted, for your consideration, whether the time has not arrived, 
for carrying into effect the humane object of the framers of our constitution. The 
disparity between the crime, arid the punishment inflicted, is, in many istances, ina- 
politic, if not revolting in the feelings of Iuimanity» To punish the crime of making, 
or knowingly passing, a counterfeit dollar, or the crime of forgoing, or knowingly 
passing a forged bill, or note, for the smallest amount, in the same degree that \Ve 
punish the highest crime of which man is capable, can never be refooriGiled to our 
sense of equal and impartial justice. It is always desirable that public> sentiment 
.should approve and sustain the justness, and propriety of the punishment infiicted.— 
When this is not the case, abhorrence for the crime is too often lost In sympathy for 
the victim. The disproportion of the punishment, to the offence, also, frequently de¬ 
feats one of the most important principles of criminal justice—-tbit is, the certainty 
of fiunishme^it. The reformation of the offender should ever be'kept' in view, as far 
as practicable; if we lose sight of this consideration, and look to the prevention of 
crime only, I am satisfied that x\\^. certainty of receiving a fowep degree of punish¬ 
ment would often deter the perpetrator, who is otherwise led on, relying on its uTtCpr- 
tainty, ln the various chances of escape, through th« •ympathy of the jury, the hu - 
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manity of the court; and the lenity of the Executive, Entertainingthe§c sentiments, 

I have felt it alike due to you, and to myself, thus candidly but respectfully, to intimate 
them. If however, out crinninal laws should be permitted to remain as they are, 1 
shall consider my individual opinions overruled by your better judgement, and the 
will of the community, of which I am hut a member, and shall endeavor to see the 
laws (however I might desire them changed) faithfully executed. 

Conscious of the disadvantages, under which f necessarily labour, and of the imper¬ 
fections inseparable from the want of experience, in tlve discharge of duties, upon 
which I have just entered, I have, nevertheless, frankly submitted to you such views, 
as I entertained, upon the subjects embraced in this communication. I only ask for 
them your candid deliberation, and such indulgence, as may be considered due to a 
sincere and anxious desire to promote the welfare aud happiness of those, who have 
continued us their agents. In the firrther prosecution of the public business, I lender 
you my most zealous co-operation: and take this occasion to invite that freedom of in^ 
tercourse, and unreserved interchange of opinion, on all matters of public concern' 
which should ever characterize co-ordinate departments, having incharge the rights* 
and interests of the same community. With united councils, and with the continued, 
favor of that superintending l^rovidencc, whose protection is required by nations, 
well as by individuals, we may hope to elevate still higher the character of our State 
and advance still further the prosperity of her generous and eniightenedcitizens.

Mr Marlin from the committee on the Stale Bank, to whom was refer¬ 
red the bill to establish a Brauch Bank in the town of Selma, in the county 
of Dallas—the resolution to inquire into the expediency of establishing a 
Branch Bank at Jacksonville, and the memorials from Jackson county, from 
Barbour county and from Dallas county, reported the bill with the fol¬ 
lowing amendments : ‘‘ strike out the words Selma and Dallas,’^ wherever 
they occur in the bill, which was adopted ; it was ordered to bo engrossed 
for a third reading. 

Mr Wilson, from the select committee, to whom was referred the bill to 
repeal in part an act now in force confining tlie collection of debts before a 
justice of peace in the beat where the contract was made, repor ed it with¬ 
out amendment. The hill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

On motion of il/r Dent, Resolved, that the Senate be informed that this 
House will be ready to receive them at the hour of twelve o^clock this day, 
to go into the election of a judge of the fourth judicial circuit, to fill the va¬ 
cancy occasioned by the resignation of Joshua L. Martin, resigned. Or- 
dered, that the clerk acquaint the Senate therewith. 

On motion of Mr Stewart, Resolved, that with the concurrence of the 
Senate the two Houses will meet in the Representative Hall, to go into the 
election of Comptroller of public accounts, at the hour of twelve o^elock on 
Thursday next : Ordered, that the clerk acquaint the Senate therewith. 
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On motion of Mr IlalU of A. Resolved^ that the committee on privileges 
and elections be instructed to inquire into the expediency of abolishing an 
election precinct at the house of Wm. Johnson, in Autauga county. 

On motion of Mr McCoy, Resolved, that the committee on privileges 
and elections be instructed to inquire into the expediency of establishing 
an election precinct at the place now occupied by White & Mangum ; also, 
one at the house of .Jonathan Benson, and to abolish the one already estab¬ 
lished at the house of Daniel Price, all of Russell eountj^ 

Ordered^ that Mr Calhoun have leave of absence until the 7lh of Decem¬ 
ber next, 

Mr Gage called up the report made on yesterday in the case of Christiana 
Colina against John Lion CoHna, for divorce ; it was recommitted to the 
committee on divorce and alimony. 

Air Lee made the following report :—The committee on privileges and 
elections, to wliom was referred the memorial of Joseph McCarty, of Wash¬ 
ington county, claiming liio scat now occui>ied by the lion. Wm. Trotter, 
have had the same under consideration, and instruct me to report, that from 
all the evidence for their consideration, there is nothing to negative the idea 
that the present incumbent, Trotter, has been duly elected to the seat he 
occupies—it is therefore inexpedient to grant the prayer of the petitioners ; 
in which report the House concurred. 

Air Sims presented the petition of II. G. Barclay, a citizen of Talladega 
county, prayin-g to have refunded to him a certain sum of money therein 
named, which was read and referred to the committee en propositions and 
grievances. 

Mr Sims introduced a bill to form a ninth judicial .circuit, and for other 
purposes therein named ; which was read and ordered to a second reading.

would result from the suggested change in the organization of the judiciary 
department. Partial inconveniences will attend on any general system.— 

It is better, however, that a general system should exist unimpaired, with an 
admitted inconvenience, than to innovate on it, and thereby make others 
which may not have been anticipated. The defect in the county court 
sj’stem, appears in the provision made for the support of its judges. The 
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remedy is obvious and cannot "be effected but by a change in that part of it, 
li^ntertaining tliese opinions, the committee (t^em any legislation upon that 
^subject of the resolution inexpedient, and heg leave to be discharged fron^ 
the further consideration of the same. Mr Smith moved to postpone llu? 
further consideration of the report till Wednesday next, which was lost.—• 

It was concurred in. 

The same committee, to whom w'as referred the bill to fix and regulate 
the salvage allowed by law,‘ior securing of cotton and other articles of trade 
and merchandise, found afloat on rivers, have given the sulijcct a deliberate 
consideration, and have concluded lhat a law prescribing the commissions 
to be given to persons for saving of properly iloating down on rivers, or 
lodged on the bars, would be generally advantageous, by preventing on the 
one hand exorbitant claims for compensation, and on the other hand by in¬ 
ducing actively inn’cscuing it. Accidents in the navigation of our rivers, by 
which large amounts of certton and mcrcriandisc arc thrown loose upon the 
waters, are so frecpicnt, that some regulation seems nccessar}", both to secure 
the unfortunateffrom oppression, and to give the meritorious salver a just re¬ 
compense. They deem tiie bill expedient, and have directed it to be 
reported to the House, with an additional section as an amendment, and 
with a recommendation ihat it be passed into a law. Mr Walker moved 
that the bill and amendment lie on the table, wiiich was carried.

the propriety of State Legislation. If the judicious action of the general 
government in regulating the post office department shouldeffijct the purpo¬ 
ses intended by state legislation no conflict of powers can occur, and if the 
^^ovver of the former be deficient and adequate power must reside in the 
states. Tile committee therefore recommend the passage of the bill if in 
the judgement of the House there seems to be no constitutional impcdc- 
ment. mr Phelan moved tbat^the further consiclGralion of the bill be posl> 
pocied till Monday next, and be made the special order for that day and that 
iOO copies be printed, which was carried.

The same committee to wliom was referred the bill to incorporate the 
Florence guards, reported sundry amendments, which was severally con¬ 
curred in; it was ordered to he engrossed fora third reading. 

Afr Leftwich made the following report: The military committee to 
whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Pickens county, ask 
leave to report: that the petition asks the passage of a law, requiring the 
performance of more military duty than has been heretofore required of 
J*he militia of this slate, and as there appears to be but few signers to the 
petition, the committee have recommended that the said petition, be refer¬ 
red to the delegation from Pickens county, to report their opinions as to the 
wishes of a ma jority of the citizens of said county, in which report the 
House concurred. The petition was accordingly referred to the delegation 
of Pickens county. 

Mr Galhoun asked leave to he discharged from the select committee, ap-^ 
pointed on the subject of slavery, which was granted. 

7)/r Frierson from the select committee, to whom was referred the en¬ 
grossed bill to amend an act therein named, reported a substitute in lieu 
thereof, which was adopted; the bill was ordered to a third reading.

Court House preefnet; and also as to the admission of testimony most of 
which will be found to be hearsay and opinion; in “ftiking this course your 
committee wore actuated from an opinion that theywere not bound by the 
s.une rules of strictness which necessarily prevail in the Courts of our Coun^ 
ty, and being anxious to j^lace the question which is involved in so much 
(loubt on tho broad basis of justice, they availed themselves of every circuir- 
stance within llicir reach whicli could throw any light upon it. Though aH 
the testimony taken is submitted with and begged tobe made part of this re¬ 
port, yet the committee deem it proper to notice the following facts, viz: 
That the tickets wliich were sent up from the managers at the Court House 
precinct for the examination of tliis body, and which were in the possession 
f)f the committee during the first part of the session, have by accident or de-^ 
ign been so disposed of, abducted, lost or mislaid, that the committee were 
unable so fully td investigate many points, as the possession of those docu¬ 
ments would haVe enabled them to have done. Prom a recollection of them 
however, your committee states that the returns from Warlock precinct 
were not dated nor certified by the managers as was the case at some other 
precincts amongst Which was the court-house. At the Warlock precinct a- 
loresaicl, according to the enumeration of the managers, Mr. Trotter received 
seven and Mr. McCarty twenty seven. On examination of the tickets 
which were in the possession of the committee, it appeared there were 29' 
for McCarty and i) for Trotter. But tlie committee are well satisfied that 
two of the tickets had the name of Mr. Trotter marked upon them by means 
neither fair or legal after having been deposited in the ballot box. 

By the returns made to the shcri/ril appeared that there had been an equal 
number of votes awarded to mr. McCarty and Trofter, which state of facts 
authorised that oflicer to give the casting vote to the last named gentleman. 
By referenne to the foregoing facts, it seems clear to the committee that two 
v'otes were improperly withheld from McCarty at Warlock precinct, and he 
also received two votes manifestly illegal, which would continue an equal 
number of votes for each of the candidates. The committee entertain doubts 
as to the propriety of admitting or rejecting the votes of Charles Duzan and 
W. B. Tiayon. As to the votes of R. Rigins and Grimes, the committee 
are of opinion that the fact of their having voterl at all is not sufficlehlly 
proven to entitle them to the consideration of the house. 

From the foregoing facts your committee decline'at present an opinion as 
to the propriety of granting the prayer of. the memorialist, but beg leave to 
submit that question to the sound'discretion of the House with a prayer that 
the parties may be permitted to appear by ctxinsel within the bar of the hall 
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and your committee ask leave fo be discharged from' tb« further considerar- 
lion of the siihject; the committee were discharged from the further consid¬ 
eration thereoi.

Mr Calhoun made the following report: The select committee to wltom 
was referred a resolution directing the preparation of a suitable memorial to 
the Congress of the U. Slates praying the passage of additional laws for the 
better regulation of the post office deparment have had the same under con^^- 
sideration and the majority of said committee have agreed upon a memorial 
to which the minority feel constrained to dissent. 

We feel assured that this Legislature, should not ask Congress lo do any 
act for whicli she would have no authority by the federal compact. 

The majority’of the committee in their memorial call on Congress for the 
enactment of such laws as will by suitable penalty restrain the circulation of 
all publications through the post office departmem, calculated to disturb the 
relations of master and slave. 

On reference to the federal compact we find that it is declared in the first 
article of the amendments to the Constitution that Congress shall make no 
law abridging the freedom of the press. Is it no abridgement of the freedom 
of the pres6 to forbid the circulatian of a portion of its production by (he or¬ 
dinary channels because of the character ot such productions? Does not 
this establish directly a censorship over the press by Congress, and carry 
with it to Congress the right to determine what publications arc proper and 
what improper? And is it not such a censorship on the part of Congress per¬ 
fectly incompatible with the provision of the Constitution above recited? 
Moreover the right to circulate what is printed is an essential portion of tlio 
freedom of the press: Whatever may be printed falls still-born from the 
press unless it is permitted to be circulate<l. 

Again: the same reasons so far as the constitutionality of the measure is 
conceived, which would authorise Congress to suppress the circulation thro’ 
the post office of the incendiary publications of the abolitionists, would au¬ 
thorise her to suppress the circulation of any and every political publication 
which a majority might hold to be dangerous or inexpedient. In the opin¬ 
ion of the minority it was for the purpose of guarding against the exercise of 
just such a dangerous and discretionary power on the part of Congress, no 
matter how disguised, that it was declared in the federal constitution that 
Congress should pass no law abridging the liberty of the press. Under the 
administration of the elder Adams, the majority believed that the licentious 
ness and profligacy had become detrimental to the best interests of the coun¬ 
try and to check it, unmindful of the important provision of the constitu¬ 
tion, we have quoted, passed the alien sedition laws. Public opinion has 
since, almost unanimously pronounced these to be a violation of the Consti¬ 
tution and looking back from the present day, it seems strange that their un¬ 
constitutionality shall even have been doubted. 

yVe believe the freedom of the press to be greatly abused by the abolition¬ 
ists, this would by no means justify us in the abuse of a most important 
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ioature of tlic conslitation for the reason, that it would work a present benjp- 
fit to us, and check for anvhilc the deluded efforts (as we believe them to be) 
of a sot of maddened farasecs. 

When asking of the general government to protect our just rights w^e 
shouKl be cautious that we do not call on her to do what would give our ad¬ 
versaries the vantage ground—should Congress enact laws forbidding the 
use of the post office department, by the'abolitionists, clad in the armoiu’of 
cham})ions, of a violated constitution, they would wage on our rights and our 
institutions, a more spirited and dangerous warfare. 

Ihe constilution clearly iutended to debar Congress from the use of any 
power, eitner directly or indirectly over the freedom of the press, and leav^ 
all contr;)i over it in the hands ut the people of the different States; and to 
3 ’ield to Congress tlic right in any way, either, through the post office or 
otluirwise, to shackle llie press would be attended with consequences the 
jnost dangeroiis to our institutions; and it is believed that we have ampio 
means at j>!’o{cctioii not involving a violation of our constitution, 

Vv'e beg leave therefore to submit this report.
